They added that Israel’s ambassador in the U.S. would 
officially submit the request later this week. This year. Israel 
received S2.2 hillkm in aid from the U.S. Meanwhile, the Israeli 
Cabinet today empowered Prime Minister Menachem Begin to 
draft a reply to an Egyptian proposal for a summit meeting after 
the U.S. presidential election.

EEC delegation appeals to Iran 
to release American hostages 


TEHRAN. Aug. 17 (R) - A 
delegation of European Economic 
Community (EEC) heads of mis- 
sion tonight appealed to the 
speaker of the Iranian Majlis i par- 
liament) for the release of the 
remaining 52 American hostages. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
delegation, led bv Dutch Ambas- 
sador Willy Campagne. handed 
the speaker. Hajatoie-lam 
Hashemi Rafsanjani. a message 
from Luxembourg Foreign Minis- 
ter Gaston Thom. 

Luxembourg currently holds 
the presidency of the EEC hut has

The sources said the message 
appealed to Hojatoieslam Raf- 
sanjani and the Majlis for an early 
decision on the hostage issue and 
for the release of the captives.

Turkish Cabinet for longer martial law 


ANKARA. .Aug. 17 » Agencies)— The Turkish 
Cabinet today decided to extend mania! law in 
effect in 20 Turkish provinces for another two 
months as two more murders with political over- 
tones were reported. 

\ cabinet announcement said the recom- 
mcndaliun of the National Security Council ear- 
lier today was adopted by the cabinet. 

The two houses of the Turkish Parliament will 
meet jointly tomorrow to vote on the gov- 
ernment's decision. 

Martial law was declared in 13 Turkish pro- 
vinces in December. 1978. following bloody polit- 
ical and sectarian riots in the southern town of 
Kuhramanmaras. 

Continuing political violence has led to martial 


law being introduced in seven other provinces 
since then. 

During the last two months :■ former premier, a 
powerful leftist union leader, several policemen 
and -uldicr- and scores of students have been 
among 500 persons assassinated by rightist and 
leftist terrorists across the country.

ALGIERS. Aug. 17 (R) - Guerrillas fighting for an independent 
Western Sahara said today they killed over 120 Moroccan soldiers 
in a clash last week. A number of Moroccan troops were wounded 
and 23 captured in the day-long attack on a military outpost near 
(he Moroccan town of Akk;i. more than 200 kilometres northeast 
of ihc border with the Western Sahara, they said. In a com- 
munique issued in Algiers, the Algerian-backed Polisurin front 
lidded that its guerrillas seized great quantities of weapons, sev- 
eral tonnes of ammunition and some secret documents. The 
commander of the Moroccan outpost was killed as he was fleeing, 
they said. Moroccan reinforcements were hcaten off and suffered 
losses, the guerrillas added.

Into the light 


THE ASSERTION that it is Israel which is the obstacle to 
peace in the Middle East has been some time in taking hold 
in the minds of many in the world. There was a time, in fact, 
when the Arabs themselves, stung by defeat, overwhelmed 
by the occupation and intimidated by Israel's powerful 
worldwide network of friends and propagandists, may have 
self-consciously looked inward for the reasons for their 
dilemma. 

AH that has changed dramatically. No-one can now talk 
about obstacles to peace in the Middle East without refer- 
ence first and foremost to the policies and actions of the 
Israelis: the establishment and strengthening of Jewish set- 
tlements on occupied Arab land, the terroristic practices of 
the military occupation regime against the civilian inhabit- 
ants of those territories, the air and sea attacks launched 
against Lebanon, Mr. Begin's plans to move the prime 
ministry to Arab East Jerusalem, and, most recently and 
most pointedly, the passage of a law formally annexinc all 
of occupied Jerusalem as the “eternal capital" of Israel. 

Yet nothing has in fact changed as far as the basic issues 
at stake in the Arab-Zionist confrontation are concerned, 
it is still a question of an alien people occupying, annexing, 
settling and brutalising an Arab homeland, dispossessing 
its indigenous people of their property, their resources, 
their dignity and their human rights. 

There is, therefore, something unsatisfactory about the 
alarm with which many in Israel and abroad are now given 
to viewing the specific actions of the Begin regime. as if 
they were somehow inconsistent with some hallowed prin- 
ciples of Zionism.

AMMAN. Aug. 17 - Thousands 
of residents of Jabal Ai Nasr 
turned out today to see the first 
football match at the community's 
new youth and sports centre, pat- 
ronised by Their Majesties King 
Hussein and Queen Noor.* 

The centre, a project of Amman 
Municipality and encouraged by 
King Hussein. Queen Noor and 
top government officials, is still 
under construction. But phase 
one. the football field, was com- 
pleted just in time for today's 
friendly match between AI Nasr 
Club and AI Faisali Club. 

Two weeks ago the municipality 
began levelling a hillside in the 
poor community near Amman 
Airport, and by today that hillside 
was a fine football field. So great 
was the rush to complete the field 
and stadium that the cement of the 
grandstands was still wet today. 
'Exhibiting his sporting spirit. 
King Hussein kicked in the game 
ball from centre field, after first 
feinting the kick to AI Faisali and 
then knocking it to AI Nasr. to 
their surprise. He then ran off the 
field before getting caught up in 
the action, while the crowds of 
onlookers applauded with shouts 
and ululations. 

The teams went on to draw the 
game. 2-2. 

When the entire centre is com- 
pleted by next August at a cost of 
JD 1.25 million, it will include a 
swimming pool, gymnasium, cul- 
tural and recreation building, bas- 
ketball. volleyball and handball 
courts and a women's vocational 
training centre. 

The centre is a “people pro- 
jects." pioneered by the mun- 
icipality and several interest 
groups to help the social develop- 
ment of the residents of Jahnl A I 
Nasr and other nearby districts. It 
is the first project of its kind, and 
others are expected to follow. 
Queen Noor told the Jordan 
Times. 

“Within weeks not 

months--another community 
centre like this one will be started 
in Jabal AI Hashimi," Queen 
Noor said. That centre will have- 
the same facilities as AI Nasr 
centre. “These will be the two 
seeds we hope will spread when 
the finances are available." the 
Queen said. 

Both centres have been care- 
fully planned by the municipality 
and international consultants. The 
centres will serve as models for 
more such projects in the future 
which, it is hoped, will spread to all 
cities and towns in Jordan. 

“This ( AI Nqsr centre) gives the 
people the sense that something is 
evolving. Now they h?ve some- 
thing that they can see. The most 
important thing is to keep the 
momentum up," Her Majesty 
said. 

Although the speed of work on 
the project has been remarkable. 
Queen Noor has been more 
impressed with the spirit of par- 
ticipation from the local residents. 
Many have given time and sweat 
to the project. They already feel 
that the centre is part of their 
community, and are eager to work 
towards its completion. 

“J hope it is inspiring to others, 
because many people here have 
been inspired to work for some- 
thine that is beautiful to nil."

Queen Noor said. “This is just the 
beginning. 

"There is hope and faith that 
their efforts will mean something 
for the future. The only way we 
can do this is hand-in-hand, work- 
ing together, as so many of these 
people have come together to 
work on this centre.

Hie club was on its 
home ground today against AI

As a people project, AI Nasr 
community centre sounds like a 
successful programme as judged 
by the blueprints and goals of the 
planners. 

But it seems the purpose of the 
project is still unclear to the local 
residents whom it is to serve. Sev- 
eral people among the huge 
crowds watching the match from 
behind wire fences around the 
field expressed their reservations 
about the use of the centre. They 
believe it will be restricted to 
members who must pay monthly 
or annual fees. 

Though membership will be 
required for admittance, it is unc- 
lear who can become a member, 
and whether there will be any fees. 
Tbe local residents' doubts about 
the "community" use of the centre 
are understandable. 

There are no signs on the site to 
explain about the centre, so the 
public has been left to draw its 
own conclusions. And the only 
example they have to compare 
with the proposed centre is AI 
Hussein Youth City (Sports City), 
which is restricted to members, 
though it also was originally billed 
as often to the public. 


Several children remarked that - 
(Hey normally play in the streets, 
and the coming of the centre won't* __ 
change that. They are happy with * 
their streets. 

Older youths said they hope 
they can use the facilities, par- 
ticularly the official-size football 
field. ; Tm a good player. Why_ 
can't 1 come here to practice?" 
one athletic youth said. 

Some children are delighted 
with the new football field and 
can’t wait to. try it. as an alter- 
native to playing in local vacant 
lots. Bui they also have strong 
reservations about whether they 
will be allowed to use the facilities. 

Even if use of the field is 
restricted, they are happy that 
they now have the only other offi- 
cial football field in Amman. They 
can now stop going to Sports City 
to watch matches, and inst ead can 
stay in there own community to 
see football games. 

It seems the planners have done 
an excellent job in designing the 
buildings and deciding on 
activities, but they forgot a very 
important aspect; to tell the peo- ’ 
pie what the project is all about.

Mr. Adeh explained that the 
body of scientists first discussed 
the possibilities of the planet 
Earth not being the only inhabited 
planer in the universe and sec- 
ondly, how can we communicate 
with civilisations in other galaxies 
if they exist. 

The scientists unanimously 
agreed that Earth cannot be the 
only planet sustaining intelligent 
life. They based this conclusion on 
mathematical formulae according 
to the age of various galaxies, the 
number of stars within them and 
the odds that some stars support 
solar systems similar to our own. 

Definitions of civilisation were 
discussed, and one scientist 
suggested the criterion of a 
planet's degree of advancement 
should be the source of energy a 
civilisation uses, -- for example, 
petroleum, solar-energy, or. the., 
ability to move a star nearer or 
further from a planet according to 
its energy requirements. 

Dr. Sagan, on the other hand, 
defined intelligence as the amount 
of data an individual of a given 
a’vilisation can hold at one time. 

It was agreed that the various 
definitions all came to the same 
conclusion, and that the chief 
problem was one of how to com- 
municate with extraterrestrial 
civilisations. 

“The crux of the problem,” Mr. 
Adeh remarked, “is that accord- 
ing to Einstein’s theory of relativ- 
ity, the maximum speed at which 
any object or message can travel is 
the velocity of light. 

“The nearest galaxy is M-31, 
whose Andromeda Constellation 
is 2.2 million light yeans distant 
from Earth fa light yearis the dis- 
tance a light beam can travel 
in a year — approximately 
9,555,712,000,000 kilometres). 
Even if we exclude space ships and 
only talk about messages, it would 
be 2.2 million years before one 
would be received” — and just as 
long again before a reply could 
return.

“The Soviet scientist. Dr. Kar- 
dashev, theorised that black holes 
might be the answer." Mr. Adeh 
said. If one were to enter a hlaek 
hole, the observer might think he 
is dead, hut he could be able to 
Transfer himself to another galaxy. 

“Dr. Kardashev further theor- 
ised that there are three types of 
civilisations existing in our galaxy. 
The most developed intelligence is 
in the core of the galaxy and is able 
to make use of the stars which arc 
in such thick profusion there. The 
second level is grouped around the 
core and can move its sun nearer 
to or farther from its planet at will. 
The poorest group, located on the 
outer fringe of the galaxy, as we 
are. must depend on fossil fuels for 
its source of energy because it 
can't move its sun.” 

If we are on the fringe of our 
galaxy, the Jordan Times asked, 
wouldn’t it be simpler to study the 
interior workings of our own 
galaxy than to striv e toward inves- 
tigating M-31. some 2.2 million 
light years away? 

“That is the problem-one can’t 
see the forest for the trees.” Mr. 
Adeh answered. “When tele- 
scopes are sighted into our own 
galaxy, the 100,000 million stars 
within it are too profuse: whereas 
we can make out much more 
about the characteristics of the 
stare in Andromeda.” 

The goal of the Syrian Cos- 
mological Society is to establish its 
own observatory to do amateur 
astronomical research based on 
professional theoretical physics 
and mathematics. 

“We feel that the top of Bludan 
Mountain would be an ideal 
spot -high enough, and distant 
enough from Damascus, to afford 
astronomical views free of city pol- 
lution. We need financial support 
to purchase land, to construct an 
observatory and to acquire a tele- 
scope.” 

But before ail these grandiose 
ambitions are fulfilled, Mr. Adeh 
says his society wants io contact 
similar groups dedicated to 
astronomy and exchange infor- 
mation. Interested persons are 
invited to the Saturday science 
documentaries at the Cine-Club 
and to lectures, which will be 
announced in the Damas-Scenc 
column appearing on Saturdays in 
the Jordan Times.

canned vegetables 


AMMAN. Aug. 17 (Petr.i/JNA) 
— The Agricultural Processing 
Company will soon start pro- 
ducing new types of canned hum- 
mos (chick peas), peas, and beans, 
a company spokesman said here 
today. 

The decision was taken during a 
visit to the company's factory hv 
Minister of Agriculture Suleiman 
Arar. accompanied hv the 
Under-secretary of the ministry. 
Dr. Salem A I Luwzi. The com- 
pany. owned by the Agricultural 
Marketing Organisation, pro- 
duces canned tomato paste and an 
assortment of canned vegetables 
raised locally. 

The company was established in 
1970 with an initial capital of JD 
250.000. which has now grown to 
JD 600,000. Dr. Lawzi said. 

At present, he added, the com- 
pany produces nearly 25 tonnes of 
tomato paste daily and for this the 
company purchases nearly 100 
tonnes of tomatoes a day from 
local producers.

Oriental martial arts gain popularity 
as Tae Kwan Do classes multiply

AMMXN. \uu. 17 -The 1«SU 
Olympics produced nu medals fur 
Jordan's shooting team, but that 
lack may soon be remedied -- not 
hv marksmen, but hv karate 
expens. At (he IVS4 Olympic 
Games in Los Angeles. Jordan 
will he able to send a team that will 
include Tae Kwan Du champions 
who will compete for (he ten gold 
medals available in (his Oriental 
martial art. 

The muriiai arts were first 
introduced to Jordan seven years 
ago. and since then have made 
rapid progress. Jordan now boasts 
a Martial Arts .Association that 
was set up in June 1 9 T 9. and after 
a national open championship in 
May 1 479. w as able to send a leant 
to take part in the Fourth World 
~Tae_Kw:in Do Championship in 
West (Tefmanv in. October 1979. 

Moreover. fhTec Jordanian 
Mack belts in Tae Kwan Do who 
participated in the recent inter- 
national Referees’ Seminar ail 
passed the requirements and were 
nominated international referees. 

Since the announcement this 
year by the 83rd Olympic General 
Assembly that Tae Kuan Do was 
to he included as an OKmpic 
event, the aim of the Tae Kwan 
Do schools in Jordan has become 
to send participants to the 1984 
Olympics. 

The Martial Arts Association 
actually covers Tae Kwan Do. 
karate and judo. But most prog- 
ress has been made so far in Tae 
Kwan Do. This is due to the efforts 
of two Tae Kwan Do experts, one 
Chinese. Mr. Chen Chiou-hwa 
and one Korean. Mr. Yu Ynung- 
han — H,ith black hells ,if the 5th 
degree — as well as the support of 
a Tae Kwan Do fan. His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan. himself a 
hlack helt and the president of the 
association. 

Tae Kwan Do in Jordan is popu- 
lar among hoth military and 
civilian groups, h is a compulsory 

activity in the army, hut an 
increasingly popular sport among 
young people, especially students. 
It is taught in a number of schools 
and sport clubs, such as the 

American Community School, the 
Hussein College in Jabal Hussein, 
the College de la Salle. Bishop 
School, the evntnasium of the 


University of Jordan and the Hus- 
sein Sports City . But the two most 
active centres are no ilouht Mr. 
Yu's Academy of Tae Kwan Do. 
situated in Wadi Saqra Road, and 
the main training centre affiliated 
with the association, situated near 
the Bishop School. 

The Academy of Tae Kwan Do 
was opened one and a half years 
ago. and is now a thriving centre 
with 7(1 or StJ students attending 
regularly { though attendance 
drops to 4(1 or so during summer 
and Ramadan). There have been 
25 hlaek-belt graduates far. but 
only HI or 12 of them have chosen 
to continue to train in the art. 

Obtaining a hlack belt Ts no easy 
task. Assuming that one is par- 
ticularly good and passes every 
single test at first trial, one would 
need three months as a white belt, 
three months as a yellow belt, six 
months a> a green belt, and one to 
one-and-a-half years asa red heft, 
before taking the first degree 
black belt- Subsequently, it takes 
-amuher two years to reach the 
second degree, three for the third 
degree, and sp on. 

Mr. Khaled Arabi Katihch, 20. 
a hlack belt who has been in Tae 
Kwan Do for four and a half years, 
told the Jordan Times: “I took up 
Tae Kwan Do and swimming, as 
hobbies, but soon 1 dropped 
swimming and continued w ith Tae 
Kwan Do. because 1 like martial 
arts. I took my black belt in 197S 
and hope someday to be able to 
take part in the world champ- 
ionship.” 

Mr. Ali Abdul Razzaq. 23. 
another black belt who started 
learning Tac Kwan Do at the Ahli 
Club in J97&. says he likes the an 
because it gives flexibility to the 
body. Mr. Imad Narmouqa. 24. 
says the sport has its draw Kicks, 
being unusual and little-known: 
Both family and friends dis- 
couraged him from training in 
martial arts, because they thought 
it was "a game for children." In 
the same vein. Mr. Mohammad 
"Awusheh. 27, explains that some 
of his acquaintances encouraged 

him and some did not. 

A further step forward in ihe 
advancement of Tae Kwan Do asa 
sport in Jordan was the 
announcement by Crown Prince 
Hassan recently that it would be 
established as an authorised 
school game. Mr. Yu told the Jor- 
dan Times.

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World Bank aid to centre on 
‘human capital development 9 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (R) - 
Prospects for world economic 
growth have deteriorated in the 
past year, the World Bank said in 
an annual survey issued today. 

The outlook was gloomy for 
developed and most Third World 
countries, and only those develop- 
ing countries with oil resources 
could look forward to some 
impr ovement, the survey, entitled 
World Development Report, 1 980, 
said. 

"Impaled on the trident of infla- 
tion and recession in the 
developed countries and much 

more expensive oil, world growth 
prospects have deteriorated in the 
past year,” the bank report said. 

It said four-fifths of the 
developing world’s people — those 
living in countries which did not 
produce oil - could expect annua! 
growth rates of only 1 .8 to 2.4 per 
cent in the next five years, much 
less than the bank forecast in ia.st 
year's report 

The report said developing 
countries as a whole started the 
decade facing rwo major chal- 
lenges. 

“First they must strive to con- 
tinue their social progress in a cli- 
mate that is less heipftxl than it w as 
a decade ago — or even a year ago. 
Second, they must tackle the 
plight of 800 million people living 


in poverty who have benefited too 
little from fast progress,” it added. 

The bank's economists pre- 
dicted that oil and other energy 
consumption would rise through 
the decade, levelling off towards 
the end of it. 

A bank official told reporters 
that a recent decline in energy- 
costs had the disadvantage of 
encouraging, policy makers “to go 
to sleep" and be ill-prepared for 
expected future increases. 

To reach higher growth rates in 
the 1980s, the official said, 
developing countries should cut 
trade deficits by raising exports 
rather than by lowering imports. 

They should also increase 
investment and improve efficiency 
in the use of resources. 

The bank's annual report is 
studied carefully in Third World 
countries because it indicates the 
future course of bank lending. 

Bank officials said the agency's 
lending policies were changing, 
with less funds devoted to indi- 
vidual economic projects and 
more to broad-bused aid to help 
countries restructure their 
economies. 

Hie bank also placed a high 
priority on so-called human cap- 
ital development, building pools 
of skilled labour in countries to 
which the hank lends money, the 
officials added. 


The report said that human 
development programmes not 
only helped raise incomes, but 
also contributed to such social 
goals as reducing population 
growth. 

These programmes ’’can 
improve the lot of roughly 800 
million people living in., the worst 
aspects of absolute poverty that 
include not only low income, but 
also malnutrition, frequent child 
death, disease and ignorance." the 
reported added. 

The report is the last to be pre- 
sented by the bank's current Pres- 
ident Robert McNamara, who is 
reuring next year. 

In an introduction to the report 
he said: “There is a real risk That 
the domestic economic problems 
of richer countries will cause them ’ 
to give inadequate attention to the 
problems of the developing 
world." 

The report itself said growth 
prospects were especially 
unfavourable for low-income 
countries in .Africa which " face a 
desperately hard adjustment 
period — coming on top of the 
economic stagnation of the 1970s. 

It said the plight of both poor 
Asian and African countries, but 
particularly the latter, deserved 
special attention from the inter- 
national community. 


Big firms get bigger in Scandinavia 


STOCKHOLM. Aug. 17 (SIP) ~ 
The 500 biggest companies in 
Scandinavia had a turnover of Kr. . 
889,000 million IS212 billion) in 
1979, equivalent to just over 80 
per cent of the combined GNP of 
the five Scandinavian countries. 
This indicates a trend towards 
increased big-industry con- 
centration as the corresponding 
figure for 1978 was 75 per cent of 
GNP, the Stockholm husiness 
weekly Veckans Affarer says in its 
customary mid-year survey. 

The favourable business climate 
last year is reflected in the marked 
improvement in profits and pro- 
fitability. although these did not 
reach satisfactory levels, the sur- 
vey says. Aggregate pre-tax pro- 
fits were up from Kr. 10.400 mil- 


lion to Kr. 28,700 million, while 
return on total assets was up from 
5.2 per cent to 7.7 per cent. 

Sweden has 189 companies 
among the 500 and their aggre- 
gate sales of Kr. 505 billion rep- 
resented 57 per cent of the total 
turnover. Finland was in second 
place with 107 companies and 
combined sales of Kr. 152 billion 
and Denmark in third with 104 
companies and Kr. J30 billion — 
although the position between the 
two latter could be reversed con- 
sidering the fact that a number of 
large Danish groups for various 
reasons could not be included in 

the list, the survey says. Norway 
took fourth place with 94 com- 
panies and Kr. 99 billion sales, and 


Iceland fifth with five companies 
having a turnover of just under Kr. 
4,001) million. 

Swedish companies also domi- 
nated in respect of foreign oper- 
ations, accounting for Kr. 201 bil- 
lion, or 73 per cent, of the total 
invoicing abroad of the 500 com- 
panies. Of their Kr. J50 billion 
exports proper, Swedish com- 
panies had a share of 55 percent. 

Biggest Scandinavian company- 
in 1979 was Sweden's Volvo, 
which rook the lead before the 
Swedish Co-op Union KF and a 
further six Swedish companies in 
the top-ten group. Denmark's 
Ostasiatiske Kompagni came in 
seventh and Finland's Kesko OY 
in ninth place. 


U.K. industrialists lobby 
to ease energy prices 
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LONDON. Aug. 17 (R) - 
Despite Britain':. rc>ources of 
North Sea oil and ga>. its domestic 
energy prices are possibly the 
highest in West Europe, say indus- 
trialists and union leader;: who are 
lobbying the government for 
relief. 

This summer British oil output 
run level with consumption. This 
did little to cheer recession -hit 
steel, chemicals, cement and 
paper manufacturers in a nation 
with 7.8 per cent of its work force 
unemployed. 

The oil had already turned the 
pound sterling into a petro- 
currency helping raise its value to 
nearly S2.4U and thereby making 
British exports harder to sell. 

Industry saw as the crowning 
irony subsequent government 
readiness to let home prices for 
electricity, gas and heavy fuel oil 
rise sharply. Industrial energy 
charges have risen 30 to 40 per 
cent in one year. 

Managers and unions allege the 
rates exceed those paid by Euro- 
pean competitors, further eroding 
the sales edge to British goods. 
New increases could cripple some 
industries, said Mr. Len Murray, 
aeneral secretary of the trades 
union congress. 

Ministers >u\ it is not proved 
that British prices exceed those in 
Europe, and a users’ group of 
major industries decided at a first 
meeting last Friday to start its 
work by gathering better infor- 
mation. 

Differences in tariff structures, 
currency fluctuations and the tim- 
ing of increases make exact com- 
parison difficult. But the British 
chemical industry has calculated it 
will pay $2.4 billion for energy in 
1981). It reckons it could buy the 
same amount in West Germany 
for under two billion. 

Government energy policy 
“must be to promote industrial 
prosperity, not inhibit it." said the 
steel industry, which has plans to 
lay off nearly one third of its 
1 59.000 employees. 

A public paper by the steel- 
makers posed the -question, why- 
could Britain not exploit its uni- 
que advantage as an energy suf- 
ficient Western industrial nation 
in order to help its own troubled 
manufacturers? 


One solution being canvassed in 
industry is that the government 
could cut excise duties on some 
heavier oils used in industry. Elec- 
tricity from oif-fired plants would 
then be cheaper to produce. Gas 
tariffs are linked with duty- 
inclusive prices for these oils. 

The energy pricing strategy of 
Mrs. Margaret Thatcher's Con- 
servative government largely rests 
on policies which it contends are 
designed to ensure long term 
economic benefit. 

Seeking to cut taxation and curb 
public expenditure, it imposes 
strict limits on subsidies to the 
state corporations which mine 
coal and supply gas and electricity, 
at the same time it casts hunger 
eyes at potential huge profits. Brit- 
ish Gas profits for 1979-1980 
soared 20 per cent to just over one 
billion dollars. 

The government also argues 
that what it calls realistic energy 
prices are required to encourage 
efficient use of fuel. A strong con- 
servation policy is motivated by 
the knowledge that Britain will be 
importing oil again in the 1990's. 

British officials cite the example 
of the United States which is now 
moving painfully to de-control 
domestic oil and gas prices set 
below present world levels during 
an era of energy abundance.

Milk supplies diverted to the dissidents 

Polish strikers stay put 


until all demands are met 


WARSAW, Aug. 17 (R) - A general 
strike continued in and around the 
Baltic port of Gdansk today and 
workers occupying the Lenin ship- 


yard said they would stay put until the 
authorities met demands of ail 50,000 
strikers in the region, dissidents said. 


The situation in Gdansk, where 
a six- week-old wave of labour 
unrest has developed into a major 
crisis, remained confused and 
telephone links with the city were 
still cut. 

The dissident Self-defence 
Committee (KOR) said the Lenin 
strikers ar one stage yesterday 
agreed to a settlement with man- 
agement and local authorities. 

Some of the workers left the 
shipyard but the majority of the 
strikers voted to continue their 
occupation in support of fellow 
workers striking in some 30 
businesses. 

This appeared to explain appar- 


ently contradictory reports by the 
official Interpress news agency 
yesterday. 

Interpress first said the strike 
was over but later said it was con- 
tinuing. 

Priests celebrated mass among 
strikers at two of the shipyards 
today, KOR said. 

KOR sard the settlement of the 
strike in the Lenin yard yesterday 
was agreed on the basis that the 
workers would return home. 

ft was not clear whether the 
continuing occupation meant that 
the agreement was still valid. 

KO R said workers in one of the 
striking factories had demanded 


Hunt for the Titanic 
is sadly abandoned 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17 (AP) - 
Thwarted by bad weather and 
dwindling supplies of food and 
fuel, a group searching for the 
Titanic turned towards land today, 
ending their hunt despite tan- 
talising clues that they had located 
the massive oceanliner. 

Mr. Mike Harris, leader of the 
expedition probing the ocean 
floor 611 kilometres southeast of 
Newfoundland, said tbe group 
□ever had a chance to send down 
cameras as that may have proved 
that an object detected by sonar 


was in fact the titanic. 

“We're disappointed that we 
couldn't get the cameras down and 
find out for sure," said Mr. Harris, 
a documentary filmmaker from 
Tampa, Florida, who heads the 
expedition on the HJ.W. Fay. 

On Friday, the ship's specially 
designed sonar, dangled 182 
metres off the ocean floor, 
detected an object 3.657 metres 
below the surface of the Atlantic 
that was said to be “the right 
length, right width and fight height 
of the Titanic." 


the abolition of censorship and 
open elections to parliament.

The Communist authorities, 
who say the srrikes are not polit- 
ical, have so far adopted a con- 
ciliatory approach to the strikers. 

But u strike committee member 
at the Lenin yard said the local 
Communist boss had said he could 
guarantee only that the police 
would not intervene before 
tomorrow. 

This was seen as an implied 
threat but it was thought unlikely 
that the authorities would resort 
to force for fear of a repetition of 
violence that flared in the Baltic 
ports during strikes 10 years ago. 

KOR said a group of farmers 
south of Warsaw had declared a 
partial solidarity strike with the 
shipyard workers. 

However the fanners said they 
would continue harvesting.

NEW DELHI. Aug. 17 (R) - Renewed clashes between Muslims 
and police in Moradabad and other towns in the north Indian state of 
Uttar Pradesh raised the casualty toll of five days of violence to 145 
dead and 250 injured, the Press Trust of India (FIT) reported today. 

Hindus and Muslims fought battles in some towns, and tbe army 
was called out to restore order in Aligarh, Bareilly, Sambhal and 
Pilibhir. 

Violence continued unchecked even after the state government 
last night took powers to detain people without trial for six months. 

PTTsoid the state government was sending detachments to some of 
the affected areas outside Moradabad. 

Trouble, sparked by an anti-price rise agitation, was also reported 
from the wesrem state of Gujarat where Ahmadabad, the capital, and 
several small towns were declared “disturbed areas.” 

Prime Minister lndint Gandhi, who deplored the “poison of cotn- 
munalism" in an independence day speech two days ago, came under 
attack from her predecessor Mr. Charan Singh. 

Mr. Singh said last night that Mrs. Gandhi's government should 
resign because it had failed to check the deteriorating law and order 
situation. 

In a statement today, Mr. Singh expressed the hope that Mrs. 
Gandhi would not exploit the present situation to impose a state of 
lemergency in the country. :

Battered St. Lucia gets 
food and aid flown in 


CASTRIES. St. Lucia. Aug. 17 
(Agencies) — International air 
and sea lifts totalling 200 tans 
have arrived in this tiny eastern 
Caribbean nation since Hurricane 
Allen ravaged the island early this 
month, the foreign affairs ministry 
announced. 

Venezuela has sent 41.4 tons of 
food and 14 airlifts and St. Lucia 
has received 28.6 tons of food and 
supplies from the United States 
government. 

The .European Economic 
Community has shipped 47.7 tons 
of food, as’ a first consignment of 
an overall aid package estimated 
at $1.1 million. 

Amerada Hess is the largest 
single contributor of foodstuff to 
date, with shipments totalling 57.2 
tons. Two other American groups, 
the Church World Service and the 
Southern Baptist Church have air- 
lifted 4.9 tons and 9.3 tons respec- 
tively. 

Hurricane Allen struck St. 
Lucia with 184 kilometre- 
per-hour winds on Aug. 3, leaving 
some 7,000 people homeless and 
causing widespread damage to the 


staple crops of bananas and bread- 
fruit. Hurricane Allen killed more 
than 1 00 people in the Caribbean. . 

The Liberian oil tanker Mary 
Ellen, which ran aground off Cor- 
pus Christi, Texas on Aug. 9 dur- 
ing the hurricane, was refloated 
yesterday and heading for deeper 
water, a coast guard spokesman 
said. 

“They plan to take it out to 
anchorage, lighten off the rest ( of 
the cargo) and do an underwater 
survey” of damage, said coast 
guard Capt. Gerald Hinson. 

He said no crude oil spilled, and 
that the threat of pollution would 
end once the Mary Ellen was 
anchored in deeper water. 

Meanwhile, the season's second 
tropical storm, Bonnie, had 
reached hurricane strength, 
according to the United States 
National Weather Service. 

The storm had sustained winds 
of about 135 kilometres an hour, 
and the weather service predicted 
an increase in strength yesterday. 

At 0230 GMT. Bonnie was 
about 1,200 miles southwest of 
the Azores. 


BOLOGNA, Italy, Aug. 27 <R> - 
The death toll in the Bologna rail- 
way station bomb explosion on 
Aug. 2 has risen to 83 when Mr. 
Vjcenzo Petteni, 34, from Ferrara, 
died of his injuries, police said. 

Officials investigating the explo- 
sion said they were still holding 
Mr. Luca de Orazi, a 27-year-old 
man detained two days ago on 
charges of subversive conspiracy. 


LE HAVRE, France. Aug. 17 
( R)— Striking French fishermen 
have sealed off the Channel coast 
from Cherbourg to Calais, halting 
all maritime traffic to press their 
demands to stop lay-offs, 
maritime officials said. 

They said 15 ports stretching 
over almost 400 kilometres of 
coastline were blockaded by fish- 
ing boats and steel cable barriers. 
The major ports included Cher- 
bourg. Dieppe. Boulogne and 
Calais. 

The fishermen have been on 
strike for more than three weeks 
to protest against a decision to cut 
crew levels to off-set rising fuel 
prices. They started blockading 
some ports last Wednesday. 

Thousands of holidaymakers 
heading for or returning to Britain 
have been turned away from their 
original points of departure in 
France. 

Cherbourg had served as the 
main alternative port until it was 


blockaded today. 

The Le Havre port authority 
said yesterday the fishermen's 
action was costing it five million 
francs (over one million dollars) a 
day with the loss of some 20,000 
tons of goods.

Transport minister Joel le 
Theule said last night a gov- 
ernment mediation commission 
would meet in Le Havre on Tues- 
day and everything possible would 
be done to keep the ports open 
until then. The government has 
not announced any plans for deal- 
ing with trapped tourists if the 
blockade does not let up before 
Tuesday's negotiating session. 

The port of Dunkirk is now the 
only major French port east of 
Cherbourg operating and a 
spokesman for the fishermen said 
it might be closed in the next 24 
hours and action was planned to 
stop hovercraft crossing the 
Channel. 


SHIZUOKA, Japan, Aug. 17 (R) - 
At least 12 people wire killed and 
190 were injured yesterday when a 
gas explosion ripped apart an 
underground shopping arcade. 

Tbe blast came as a dozen fire- 
men, watched by reporters, inves- 
tigated a smaller explosion which 
destroyed a restaurant in the 
shopping centre earlier in the 
morning. 

It took firemen about five and a 
half hours to put out the blaze. 


PEKING, Aug. 17 (R) - A Chin- 
ese citizen who spied for the 
Soviet Union and killed a police- 
man was executed yesterday, the 
official New China News Agency 
(NCNA) said. 

The convicted spy, Mr. Wang 
Jiasheng, who had been sentenced 
on July 20, was executed in the 
northeastern city of Mudanjiang. 

A Soviet national was convicted 
of espionage on the same day and 
jailed for seven years. 

Mr. Wang, 36, had previously 
been sentenced in 1962 to 10 
years in jail for “counter- 
revolutionary crimes," according, 
to NCNA.

Walls denies planning a Zimbabwe coup 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 17 
(AP) -- Lt. Gen. Peter Walls, 
recently resigned white com- 
mander of the Zimbabwe armed 
forces, denied yesterday that he 
planned to carry out a coup 
against the black-majority gov- 
ernment of Mr. Robert Mugabe. 

Lt. Gen. Walls, currently vis- 
iting South Africa, made the 
statement to the South African 
Press Association (SAPA) in 
reply to charges made yesterday in 
the Zimbabwe National Assembly 
by Information Minister Nathan 
Sbamuyarira. 

The minister said the gov- 
ernment was considering pro- 
secuting Lt. Gen. Walls or taking 
“other administrative action” 
against him over recent state- 
ments to the news media about the 
future of Zimbabwe, independent 
since April 18. 

Mr. Shamuyarira also charged 
that Lt. Gen. Walls. 54. was impli- 
cated in a coup plot codenamed 
“Operation Quartz" in which the 
white Rhodesian army was to 
seize power on March 4. 

That was the day the results 
were announced of foe British- 
supervised elections held in Feb- 
ruary and won overwhelmingly by 
Mr. Mugabe. 

Lt. Gen. Walls told SAPA that 
he said “nothing in any news 
media interviews which I have not 
said several times face to face" 
with Mr. Mugabe. He added: ”! 
have never heard of an ‘Operation 
Quartz 1 and had no knowledge of 
any alleged plan to carry out a 
coup attempt against Mr. 
Mugabe's government,” 

The General told foe BBC in an 
interview televised on Monday 
night in Britain on the weekJv cur- 
rent events programme 
“Panorama” that he asked British 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher to declare the election 
results null and void. 

He claimed that Mr. Mugabe's, 
victory was a result of intimidation 
0 f Zimbabwe voters and added:*'! 


am not criticising Mugabe par- 
ticularly for it. 1 think chat every 
African leader practised intimi- 
dation through his followers and 
his (Mugabe's) were a damn sight 
better than anybody else's." 

He also expressed fears in the 
interview about the future of 
Zimababwe.. “I don’t think the 
country is going to be any more 
stable than it is now until w’e have 
gone through the rapids.” Lt. 
Gen. Wails said. “And then it will 
either go up or it will go down." 

The General said, in his state- 
ment to SAPA. issued from his 
holiday hotel on the Indian Ocean 
coast north of Durban: 

I have said nothing in any news 
media interviews which I have not 
said several times face to face to 
my minister, the prime minister. 
Mr. Mugabe. 

“The whole orientation of my 
answers — and I stress they were 
answers to questions initiated by 
reporters of which I had no fore- 
knowledge — was that I had 
rejected emphatically any idea of 
unconstitutional action. 

“When questioned persistently 
about the possibility of a coup at. 
foe time of the election results, I 
underlined the fact that to pro- 
fessional soldiers, such as we had 
in our country, it just wasn't on. 
And anyway, even if considere 
academically as a hypothesis, a 
coup would have had no chance of 
lasting more than 48 hours. 

“When it was inquired sracas- 
tically as to whether the thought of 
a coup hadn't even entered my 
mind, I said professional soldiers 
think of all possible courses of 
action, but I had made it dear 
unconstitutional action was not 
planned or prepared, 

"In tbe interview on 
‘Panorama,’ I urged foe reporter 
to accept that the Zimababwe 
election was history, and the 
events leading up to it, and during 
it, were no longer relevant or of 
interest. — _ 

“After the election, Mr. 


Mugabe became the prime 

minister-in-waiting and his plan 
for a line to be drawn, and a fresh 
start to be made, became foe 
national policy, to which I and 
other law-abiding citizens sub- 
scribed. 

“I contend, with due modesty, 
■that whatever progress has been 
made in the exercise of integrating 
the former Rhodesian security 
forces. Zanla and Zipru (Mr. 
Mugabe's guerrilla army and one 
led by Mr. Joshua Nkomo) could 
not have been made without my 
personal contribution and effort.” 


■'Zimbabwe is the latest to gain 
independence, but the ANC^has 
hud a consistent policy on how 
neighbouring countries can assist 
it in its fight against racist South 
Africa." 

Mr. Tambo said the ANC looks 
at the question of the assistance it 
can get not only from its own point 
of view, but also from that of its 
prospective allies. 

“Our approach is that we 
should not attempt to destroy 
Zimbabwe's newly won inde- 
pendence. and we would be doing 
that if we asked for bases from 
which to attack South Africa,” the 
ANC leader said. 

“We could have done that. but 
we would have been selfish in ask- 
ing for things regardless of what 
happened to our neighbours, 
regardless of the chaotic situation 
we would be creating.” 

Mr. Tambo has been in Salis- 
bury about a week having unof- 
ficial talks with Zimbabwe gov- 
ernment leaders. 

Sources among his delegation 
said the ANC leader met with Mr. 
Mugabe and other top gov- 


ernment officials and was plan- 
ning to leave over the weekend. 

Mr. Mugabe has said repeatedly 
since he won British-supervised 
elections in February and took 
over as premier of an independent 
Zimbabwe on April 18 that he 
would not give direct military 
assistance to guerrilla organ- 
isations operating against white- 
ruled South Africa. 

But his opposition to South 
Africa’s system of apartheid, or 
racial segregation, is well known. 
He has told journalists that Zim- 
babwe intends to help groups 
fighting the South African gov- 
ernment by giving them moral 
support and through such bodies 
as the Organisation of African 
Unity. 

Associated Press reports from 
Belgrade — Angola has blamed 
“continuous South African 
aggression" for damages amount- 
ing to over S52 million in agricul- 
ture in the province of Kunene. 
the Yugoslav news agency Tan jug 
reported. 

In a dispatch from Luanda quot- 
ing ministry of agriculture figures, 
Tanjug said cattle-breeding was 
the most severely affected branch 
in Kunene, a province bordering 
the south African-administered 
Namibia. 


TEGUCIGALPA,' Honduras. 
Aug. 17 (AP) — Thirteen armed, 
masked guerrillas left the offices 
of the Organisation of American 
States here yesterday and drove 
with their 1 3 hostages to the uni- 
versity on the outskirts of the cap- 
ital, authorities here said. 

They were accompanied by one 
diplomat each from the Mexican 
and Chilean embassies and said 
they went to the university “to 
secure the safety of our lives.” 

Also accompanying them were 
Mr. Juan Almandrez. rector of the 
national university, and professor 
Tomas Natiri, described as a lef- 


tist. It was not clear when, or 
under what terms, the hostages 
might be released. 

The guerrillas, who said they 
belonged to the Revolutionary 
People’s Union, a previously 
unheard of group, occupied the 
OAS offices on Friday morning 
and demanded freedom for polit- 
ical prisoners and a lifting of the 
state of siege in neighbouring El 
Salvador. 

They also demanded an end to 
what they said was collaboration 
between foe armed forces of foe 
two countries.

Salvadorans killed for 
cooperating with reforms 


SAN SALVADOR, Aug. 17 (R) 
— Sixteen people were killed by a 
large band of left-wing guerrillas 
who took over a farm north of San 
Salvador today apparently as part 
of a campaign to deter peasants 
from cooperation with a gov- 
ernment agrarian reform scheme, 
police said: 

Some S00 guerrillas, masked 
and heavily armed, occupied the 
farm at Aguilares, 32 kilometres 
from the capital and killed its 
owner and four peasants early in 
the morning, foe police said. 

The guerrillas killed seven 
policemen and four more peasants 
when the police arrived after 
being called in to the farm, they 
added. 

Leftist groups fighting to topple 
El Salvador's ruling junta have 
recently stepped up a campaign of 
intimidation to prevent peasants 
from working on farms re- 


organised under a land reform 
scheme decreed earlier this -year. 

Meanwhile security forces 
maintained heavy patrols 
throughout £( Salvador following 
a three-day strike called by leftist 
opponents of the junta but 
ignored by most workers. 

Government spokesmen and 
business leaders dismissed the 1 
strike — foe latest of a series this 
year — as a total failure, demon- 
strating that the left enjoyed JirzJe 
popular support. 

A total of at least 93 people died 
in violent incidents during the 
strike period, the security forces 
said. 

Over 5,000 people are esti- 
mated to have been killed in the 
wave of political violence 
triggered by the extreme right and 
left in El Salvador since the 
civilian-military junta took over 
last October.

Awaiting the Dalai’s return

LHASA, Tibet - The leader. Mr. 
Yin Fatang, said he thought this 
was possible despite a dispute dur- 
ing a recent visit to Tibet by rep- 
resentatives of the Dalai Lama. 

But it was clear from statements 
and comments by Mr. Yin and 
other officials in Tibet that foe 
former god-king could function 
only as a de facto Buddhist religi- 
ous leader and would otherwise 
have to toe the Communist Party 
line. 

Mr. Yin, the acting party first 
secretary, said in his first interview 
with foreign correspondents that 
the Dalai Lama. 44, had many 
problems living in exile in India, 
where he fled in 1959 after an 
abortive anti-Chinese revolt in 
Tibet, 

“I think the possibility of foe 
Dalai Lama's return is very 
strong” said Mr. Yin. “Why? 
Because abroad he has lots of dif- 
ficulties.” 

He said he had worked closely 
with the Dalai Lama in foe 1950s 


before the uprising. 

“I know him very well. We are 
old friends,” Mr. Yin said. “Even 
though he left in 1959, we have 
been very concerned about his 
well-being.” 

“If he were here now, I would 
say to him'lef s cooperate as in the 
past and cooperate even better.' 

“If foe Dalai Lama really fol- 
lows foe party's policies and direc- 
tives and if he works enthusias- 
tically under the leadership of the 
Communist Party to serve the 
people, then T m sure that he will 
cooperate even better than 
before," he said. 

Mr. Yin. 58. became party 
leader in Tibet in May after the . 
dismissal of General Ren Rong, 
who had held the post since 1971. 

The change was announced 
amid accusations of ultra-leftist 
influence in the regional gov- 
ernment. 

Last week the Tibetan 
authorities cut short a visit by a 
team of foe Dalai Lama's rep- 
resentatives after some of them 
had made fiery speeches to 


enthusiastic crowds. The Chinese 
considered the speeches inflam- 
matory. 

The five-man mission, led by 
foe Dalai Lama's Geneva rep- 
resentative, left a week early for 
Peking. 

Mr. Yin said he thought the 
exiled leader would criticise them 
for exceeding their brief, which 
according to the Chinese, covered 
only sightseeing and visits to rela- 
tives and friends. 

The party chief said that if the 
Dalai returned home, his political 
status and treatment would be 
assured, but he declined to say 
what position he would be offered. 

However, foe vice chairman of 
the Tibetan regional government, 
Mr. Losang Chicheng, told cor- 
respondents that China could suc- 
ceed in Tibet without foe Dalai. 

“If he stays abroad another 20 
years, we will carry on and might 
do even better than we have 
already,” he said. 

But he said that if the Dalai 
Lama returned, his political and 
religious status “would not be a
